Amarchy Openly Talked--Lauding the
Suvagery and Censuring Lawful

Spoxaxe, July 15.—Newspaper re-
porters and everybody suspected of
sympathy for the victims of the savag-
ery of the mob in Ccur d'Alene are
under striet svrveilance, and it is almost
impossible to get anything reliable from
the seat of war. A few embryotic an-
archigts held forth on Howard street
yeaterday in this city. The slanghter of
the innocent men and the deetruction of
valuable property in the Coour d'Alenes
was lauded, while the government was
censared for sending troops to quell the
riot, Oue fellow, who was evidently a
stranger to soap bubbles, went go far as
to suggest an attack npon the banks of
the city here, provided the rioters in
Caur d’Alene were successful. These
anarchiet eéntimenta were hot ralishable
to the Americans present. and the
gponters gradoally slunk ont of sight.
Thie city is the rendezvons of refngees,
and théir experiences tell of-a pavagery
succeeding lawlessness showing that
ithe instinets of civilization were thrown
to the winds and all that is vile in
human nature has been brought to the
surface in that region. The annais of
western ruffianism bave few blacker
pages than that upon which mast be
written the deeds of the men, who fol-
lowed up the fleeing miners, and finding
them unarmed, terrorized and defense-
less, shot them down in wanton sport
and robbed them of their little belong-
ings. It is a gource of regret that jus-
tice can never hope to lay her hands
upon the men who have done these vile
deeds. 1t is unpleasant to realize that
men capable of such acts will, in all
possibility, escape the gallows. Their
immunity from conviction isa reproach
to the law, to organized labor and fo
civilization iteelf. With the coward’s
instinet they cloaked their identity
nnder the darkness of night. Already
they have been swallowed up in the
maeletrom ot turbuient humanity that
has ench thorongh control of life and
property in the troubled

Prrrepore, July 15.—While martial
law has not been officially declared in
Homestead it has taken place to all
practical purposes. This result was
caused by illegal arrests by spetial
policemen vesterday morning, when two
additional companies of troope with
twenty rounds of ball cartridges and
fixed bavonsts were detailed to patrol
the town. They were instructed that in
case of an arrest by the police for any
manifeat breach of the peace, drunken-
nese and the like, they were not tointer-
fere, but in all other cases they are to
take both prigomer and policeman be-
fore the provost marshal, and if the ar-
rest is illegal the policeman will be|
punmhed

NO RATLRUAD TICRETS TO BE HAD.

The Explosions Thought to be at De
Lushmutt's Alills Were at Hall-
rosd HBridgos.

Spoxaxn, July 16. The Fort Keogh
troops reached the scene of trouble yes-
terday afternoon. Two loud explosions
were heard west of Mullan last night,
but as the wires are cut definite infor-
mation cannot be obtained. It Is re-
ported the miners threaten to blow up
all the mills if forced out by the *militia.
The terrific explosion leard over in
Caenr d'Alene last night was caused by
the strikers’ blowing up the railroad
bridges between Mullan and Wallace.
Mine owners of the Bunker Hill and
Sullivan sent to Portland for o special
train to report at Tokea yestarday, It
is supposed that the purpose is th carry
the non-union men back toresnmwe work.
Yesterday Gen. Cartis dirceted both the
U. P. R., and N. P. R. companies not to
sell tickets or trangport passengers
through the county of Shoshone. This
order will canse no delay to regular pas-
sengers, who,on making proper showing
to the military anthorities, will be far-
nished with passports. The order was
iszaed for the purpose of preventing dige.
turbers from éntering the affectad dis-
tricts. Another dispatch from N. X
O’Brien, to R. W. Baxter, Portland,
says: Everything is quiet in Cour d'
Alene. The troopsare in poseession of
sll points and the miners have dis-
banded. No forther trouble is antici-
pated. The troops will probably remain
here gome nmr.

Prior to that time they
were very friendly and engaged in trade,
the Umatillas exchanging ponies for for
and buffalo robes. But in 1576 the Uma-
tillas took up arms on the side of the
whites aguinst the hostile Bannocke.
The latter’s chief, Egan, was slain by
Ten-e-ou-itz, and a force of Rannocks was
driven through the Camas prairie
country by a party of Umatilla bravea.
The hearts of each tribe have since been
turned againet each other, and there
have been no relations between them.
The Bannocke have just come to the
Umatillas for the porpose of restoring
peace and friendliness. They were well
received on the reservation, difficulties
patched npand the hatchet boried deep.
As is customary with the Indians ‘a
number of prosents was given to the
vieitors as a token of goad-will.
